The Mayor called the attention of the 


aldermen to tho necessity of better boil- 
ers at the water works, and he asked Aid. 
Dieh), chairman of the water works com- 
mittee, to make a statement of the condi- 
tion of the eame. The alderman stated 
that he believed the boilers to be unsafe, 
and that they should be taken out and 
replaced with new ones. He thought 
they wore improperly constructed, for tbe 
reason that in their present position they 
can not be properly 
repaired. The 


pumps are worn out, in fact. The Mayor 
stated that it would cost $2,000 to 82,500 
for new boilers, nnd it was his opinion 
that they should be bought, inasmuch as 
Engineer Barnett had examined the boil- 
ers critically and found them almost use- 
less.

AN IRONCLAD ORDINANCE, 


A lengthy ordinance in three chapters' 


prepared by City Attorney Mills, creating 
the executive, police, finance and legisla- 
tive departments of the ciry government, 
was introduced, and the Mayor suggested 
that the same be carefully considered and 
adopted before the new council was cho- 
sen. In 13 sections the ordinance defines 
the duties of the Mayor, who ou hia elec- 
tion shall give B bond in the sum of 
$5,000. The council shall appoint from 
nrnong its members nn "acting mayor" 
who shall give a bond of ?3,000, sold ap- 
pointee to serve in absence of mayor. If 
both are absent the council shall appoint 
a mayor pro tern. 


No nldermnn shall tnke his scat until 


he has paid his taxes. In case of lack of 
a quorum, then the marshal shall arrftt 
any alderman who may refuse to attend 
any meeting (if he be not sick) and ho 
shall be brought to the council chamber. 
It any alderman shall secrete himself to 
prevent arrest, then he shall be lined for 
tne first and second offenses, and for the 
third offense ha shall forfeit his seat in 
tho council and it shall be declared va- 
cant. 


There is a chapter devoted to the po- 


lice department, which includes the may- 
ovr as chief, the aldermen, the justices of 
the peace, city marshal, night police cap- 
tain, and such policemen nnd watchmen 
as the council may create. The duties of 
the memoers of the police depaitment 
are defined. 
Hcotion 13 requires that 


the marshal shall make n written report 
of all arrests, giving causes and the 
names of all parties arrested in such re- 
port. The police captain is made secre- 
tary of the police department, snd he is 
made next iu rank to the marshal. The 
police shall wear blue frock coat, blue 
vest, blue pantaloonp, black hat or cap, 
star or btidgR—in Biitnmer bine sock 
coat, but no other change in uniform. 


The city clerk shnll give n bond for 


itG.OUO, nnd Inn office hours fchnll be from 
8 a. m. to !> p. m, allowing an hour toi 
dinner. His duties aio fully dt fined. He 
has no time to play bntio bnll.
